GIVE BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF WHAT HAPPENED;

OnThursday, January 17, 2013, at approximately 11:47 p.m, members of the Fifth District were summoned to 
■■Maryland Avenue, N.E., for the report of a stabbing. Upon arriving officers learned that a male victim was 
stabbed :n the chest. The victim was found lying on the ground conscious and breathing. Meanwhile additional 
information suggested that a second victim was stabbed inside me premises. The area was canvassed for the 
whereabouts of the alleged second stabbing victim who was nowhere to be found. The DC Fire Department was 
summoned to the scene. Basic #30 arrived on the scene and began assessing the victim's injuries. The medical 
unit did not find a stab wound on the victim, however, it was quite evident that the complainant had been 
assaulted The victim was transported to Med Star. Upon arrival, the hospital staff reported that the victim was 
intoxicated, disoriented, with eyes swollen and an abrasion on bis face, and he complained of pain on the right

had a CAT Scan performed, which determined that the victim had a contusion on the frontal lobe and a small 
bleed to the brain The victim remained hospitalized as a result of his injuries. The victim's condition began 
deteriorating and he was placed on life support and listed in critical condition. 

On Thursday, January 31, 2013, the victim, Mr. Emanuel Campbell, age 53, nicknamed "Cha-Cha," (hereinafter 
referred to as decedent ) was pronounced dead at 3:55 p.m., by Dr. Alex Pratt of the hospital staff. The decedent 
remains were transported to the DC Medical Examiner's Office pending autopsy. 

On Friday February 01, 2013, Dr. Chen of the DC Medical Examiner's Office performed an autopsy on the 
remains of the decedent. The cause of death was multiple blunt injuries. The manner of death was ruled a 
homicide. ... 



< An investigation into the offense was undertaken by members of the Criminal Investigations Division Homicide 
Branch of the Metropolitan Police Department. During the couise of the investigation it was discovered that the 
incident took place inside of Maryland Avenue, N.E., Apartment ^^ft A witness, hereafter referred to as 
W-L was located and interviewed. W- 1 stated that It was present when the decedent and the defendant, later 
identified as 23 year-old Davon Delonte Thomas, who is referred to as (the grandson), got into a verbal argument 
over the defendant's company he had in the apartment. W-l stated the argument went back and forth for a while, 
A short time later, the decedent was in the kitchen preparing dinner when the argument resumed. As the decedent 
left the kitchen area and walked past the front door the defendant came from the back room and said something 
as he approached the decedent. W-l couldn't recall what was said. The decedent turned about simultaneously 
pulling out a pocket knife and cut the defendant behind his ear and down along his neck. W-l believed the 
decedent missed until the defendant realized he had been cut. W-l along with Subject #1 immediately jumped on 
the decedent and disarmed him, Afterwards* the decedent left and went outside shortly being followed by the 
defendant and Subject #1 , Approximately 10 minutes later, the defendant along with Subject #1 returned, The 
defendant was asked where the decedent was. The defendant stated, "I hit that mother flicker, he's outside on the 
ground." W-l immediately went outside to check on his welfare, W-l found the decedent lying on the ground in 
the courtyard semiconscious and bleeding from the side of his face. 

W-l was introduced to the defendant approximately a year and half ago by the decedent, W-l has seen the 
defendant approximately six to seven times during that time period. W-l was shown a single confirmation 
photograph depicting the defendant Davon Delonte Thomas, DOB: S/14/89, PDID # 637391 s whom W-l 
positively identified as the grandson. 

Witness Two, hereafter referred to as W-2 was located and interviewed. During me interview, W-2 appeared to 
be confused with the sequence of events that unfolded. However, W-2 stated that upon arrival, the decedent and 
the defendant were involved in a verbal dispute. W-2 observed the decedent with a sharp, unknown object silver 
in color, W-2 goes into the bedroom to retrieve a cellular telephone to call the police. When W-2 returned, it 
observed W-l and Subject #\ wrestling with the decedent to disarm him. The defendant went into the bathroom 
stating, "He cut me." W-2 was unclear on whether it saw them exit the apartment, but realized at some point the 
decedent and the defendant left the apartment. W-2 left the apartment in search of the decedent. While going 
down the steps, the defendant passed heading towards the apartment. W-2 got outside and observed the decedent 
lying on his side making a snorting noise. 

W-2 has known the defendant for several years and sees him on a daily basis. W-2 was shown a single 
confirmation photograph depicting the defendant Davon Delonte Thomas, DOB: 8/14/89, PDID #637391, whom 
W-2 positively identified as Davon Thomas, 

The following occurred during a non-custodial interview with the defendant Mr. Davon Delonte Thomas, which 
took place on Sunday, January 20, 2013, at the Criminal Investigations Division Homicide Branch. The 
defendant was advised that he was not under arrest and was free to leave at any time. The defendant was asked 
questions regarding the incident that took place on January 17, 2013, at Maryland Avenue, N.E. The 
defendant stated he resides at the listed location with his grandmother and the decedent According to the 
defendant he realized the decedent wasn't at home yet. The defendant was aware that the decedent was currently 
on curfew. Upon leaving the residence the defendant found the decedent outside intoxicated. The defendant 
attempted to escort the decedent to their residence by grabbing him about the arm. As the defendant turned to 
walk with him 3 he immediately grabbed his neck and realized he had been cut from behind his left ear down 
along his neck, The defendant stated he didn't see what instrument was used to cut him, he just felt it. The 
defendant went on to say that he turned around and punched the decedent twice, causing him to fall to the 
ground. The defendant who was bleeding went inside his apartment to attend to his cut and informed his 
grandmother, The defendant clearly stated the assault took place outside and not inside their apartment as 
jerjorted by others, Furthermore, the defendant admits he had a friend over, but denies that there was any dispute 
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-of any kind. 

Your affiant observed the injury the defendant sustained, which appeared to be a superficial cut behind the 
defendant's left ear and down along his neck. 



During the course of the investigation your affiant obtained from the Unified Communications Division 91 1 
calls. In the recorded 91 1 call placed on January 17, 2013, the caller, who's been identified as W-2, referring to 
the decedent ("Cha Cha") and the defendant, reported they were arguing and carrying on. W-2 further reported 
that "Cha-Cha" (the decedent) was drunk and pulled out a knife and caught the defendant on the neck. W-2 then 
reported that the defendant stated, "I'm ma kill him, I'm ma kill him." Then a voice can be heard in the 
background say words to the effect of, "he cut me, I tried to kill him." W-2 later identifies the background voice 
as Davon and asked him why did he kick the decedent. 

Although there are some inconsistencies, the witnesses and physical evidence describe a sequence of events 
wherein, after an argument, the decedent cuts the defendant leaving a superficial wound and is disarmed. The 
decedent then leaves the house. The defendant and another individual follow the decedent outside. Within ten 
minutes, the defendant, who is 30 years younger than the decedent, returns to the house and admits to hitting the 
decedent and leaving him on the ground outside. Later a 91 1 caller, W-2, complained during the call that 
"Davon" had kicked the decedent. The defendant admitted to police to punching the decedent twice, but stated he 
was cut outside just before hitting him. The medical examiner determined that the decedent died of multiple 
blunt trauma injuries to the torso and at least one of the main injuries to the torso was consistent with being 
kicked by another person. 

Based on the aforementioned facts and circumstances, your affiant believes that probable cause exists and 
requests that an arrest warrant be issued for the defendant, Davon Delonte Thomas, PDID # 637391 .
